E. (U Chicago, IL) Further characterization of the discrimina- 
tive stimulus effects of using monoamine agonists 
and a ists in the pigeon. Behavioural Pharmacology, 
1989(Fal), Vol 1(1), 57-67. —Six male White Carneau pigeons 
were trained to discriminate 1.0 mg/kg buspirone from saline 
when key pecking was maintained under a FR-30 schedule of 
food presentation. Buspirone, 8-hydroxy-2-(di-n-propylami- 
no)tetralin (8-OH-DPAT), BMY 7378, RU 24969, and spiroxa- 
trine occasioned at least 80% buspirone-appropriate responding 
in all Ss tested. Results suggest that (1) the discriminative stimu- 
lus effects of buspirone, 8-OH-DPAT, BMY 7378, RU 24969, 
and spiroxatrine are mediated through the 5-hydroxytrypt- 
amine,, (5-HT,,) receptor; (2) buspirone’s discriminative stimu- 
lus effects do not interact with the noradrenergic or dopaminer- 
gic system; and (3) under this procedure BMY 7378 was a 
partial agonist at 5-HT,, receptors. 


4879. Nalini, K.; Karanth, K. S; Rao, A & Aroor, A. R. 
(Kasturba Medical Coll, Manipal, India) Effects of 

on retention and amine turnover in albino rats. Phar- 
pe te Biochemistry & Behavior, 1992(Aug), Vol 42(4), 859- 
864. —Studied the chronic effects of orally administered 2- 
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pyrrolidone acetamide (piracetam) on a |-trial, passive avoid- 
ance task in male rats. The effects on the contents of norepi- 
nephrine (NE), dopamine (DA), and serotonin (5-hydroxytrypt- 
amine [5-HT]) in the brain and on levels of their metabolites in 
the brain and urine were also assessed. Significant improvement 
was observed in the retention ability of piracetam-treated Ss, 
compared with saline-administered controls. The contents of NE, 
DA, and 5-HT and their metabolites in the brain were signifi- 
cantly decreased after piracetam administration. Urinary metab- 
olite levels were also significantly decreased except total 3- 
methoxy-4-hydroxyphenylglycol (MHPG). Thus, piracetam 
causes an overall decrease in the turnover of central monoa- 
mines. Results implicate the involvement of NE, DA, and 5-HT 
systems in learning and memory processes. 


4880. Nastiti, K.; Benton, D. & Brain, P. F. (U Wales, Uni- 
versity Coll of Swansea, Wales) The effects of 
—_ at the a See complex on the ultra- 
mouse pups. i ied Pharmacology, 
TottAan, Vol oa 121-128. —Examined the influence of a 
range of drugs acting at the benzodiazepine (gamma-aminobutyr- 
ic acid [GABA] receptor) chloride ion complex on the ultrasonic 
calling of mouse pups (aged 5-6 days). Five benzodiazepine 
agonists decreased and 4 inverse agonists increased the rate of 
calling; both effects were blocked by the benzodiazepine antago- 
nist RO 15-1788. Muscimol and baclofen, which act via the 
GABA receptor, both decreased calling, whereas pen- 
tylenetetrazole, which directly affects the chloride channel, in- 
creased the rate of calling. The monitoring of ultrasonic calling 
is a useful means of screening for the effects of benzodiazepines. 


4881. Newland, M. Christopher & Brown, Ken. (Auburn U, 
AL) Oral caffeine consumption by rats: The role of flavor 

, concentration, concurrent food, and an adenosine ag- 
onist. Pharmacology, Biochemistry & Behavior, 1992(Aug), Vol 
42(4), 651-659. —In 4 experiments, groups of 8 rats each re- 
ceived | of 3 fluids beginning at 29 days of age. Group | 
received tapwater, Group 2 received 0.5 mg/ml caffeine in tap- 
water, and Group 3 received 0.01 mg/ml quinine in tapwater. 
Two-bottle choice tests began when Ss were 40 days old. In the 
initial tests, caffeine Ss drank more caffeinated water than did 
water Ss. Quinine Ss were midway between the 2 groups. On a 
2nd block of tests, quinine and water Ss’ caffeine consumption 
increased so that the 3 groups were indistinguishable. The pres- 
ence of food greatly increased both caffeine and water consump- 
tion across a range of caffeine concentrations. Caffeine Ss gen- 
erally drank more caffeine than did water Ss. Overall, a history 
of forced exposure to caffeine, presence of food, caffeine con- 
centration, and preadministration of an adenosine agonist all 
increased the consumption of caffeine. 


4882. Nikulina, Ella M.; Avgustinovich, Damira F. & Popova, 
Nina K. (Russian Academy of Sciences, Inst of Cytology & 
Genetics, Novosibirsk, USSR) Role of 5HT,, receptors in a 
variety of kinds of aggressive behavior in wild rats and coun- 
terparts selected for low defensiveness towards man. Ageres- 
sive Behavior, 1992, Vol 18(5), 357-364. —Investigated the ef- 
fects of the 5-hydroxytryptamine,, (5-HT\,) receptor agonist 
ipsapirone (ISP) on some kinds of aggressive behavior, reactions 
to novelty, and the specific neural binding on 5-HT,, receptors 
in 2 groups of wild and domesticated adult male rats. ISP (10 
mg/kg) suppressed shock-induced aggression in both groups of 
rats, but did not affect predatory aggression in either group. ISP 
decreased neophobia and inhibited defensive reactions by wild 
rats toward man in the glove test. [?H]8-hydroxy-2-(di-n-propyla- 
mino)tetralin ({(7H]8-OH-DPAT) binding increased in the hy- 
pothalamus of the domesticated rats, while 5-HT,, density was 
unchanged in their frontal cortex. 


4883. Nomikos, George G.; Damsma, Geert; Wenkstern, Dan- 
ielle & Fibiger, Hans C. (U British Columbia Div of Neurologi- 
cal Sciences, Vancouver, Canada) Effects of chronic bupropion 
on interstitial concentrations of in rat nucleus ac- 
cumbens and striatum. Neuropsychopharmacology, 1992(Aug), 
Vol 7(1), 7-14. —Investigated the effects of acute (10 mg/kg, 
twice daily for 2 days) and chronic (10 mg/kg, twice daily for 21 
days) bupropion (BPR) treatment on interstitial dopamine (DA) 
concentrations using simultaneous in vivo microdialysis in the 
nucleus accumbens (NAC) and striatum of male rats. Compared 
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to Ss previously unexposed to BPR, BPR induced increases in 
extracellular DA were significantly enhanced in the NAC of the 
chronic but not the acute BPR Ss. This effect was regionally 
selective, as it was not observed in the striatum. Concurrent 
behavioral measurements indicated that the locomotor stimulant 
effects of BPR were also enhanced in the chronic group. BPR-in- 
duced behavioral sensitization is accompanied by a selective 
potentiation of the effects of this compound on interstitial DA 
concentrations in the NAC. Findings suggest mesolimbic DA 
neurons are components of the central mechanisms that mediate 
the actions of antidepressant drugs. 


4884. Nomura, M. (Saitama Medical School, Iruma, Japan) 
Effects of bifemelane on tion learning of serotoner- 
gic-dysfunction rats. Pharmacology, Biochemistry & Behavior, 
1992(Aug), Vol 42(4), 721-731. —Investigated the effect of 
bifemelane hydrochloride on learning achievements of male rats 
deficient in serotonin (5-hydroxytryptamine [5-HT]). Ss were fed 
with tryptophan-deficient diets, and operant-type discrimination 
learning tests were performed. Serotonin-deficient Ss showed 
hyperactivity. Total number of responses in reverse learning 
experiments was lower in Ss that received 50 mg/kg bifemelane 
compared to serotonin-deficient groups that received 10 mg/kg 
or no bifemelane. The ratio of correct responses to the total 
number of responses revealed low learning achievements in the 
serotonin-deficient control and low-dose groups, whereas the 
ratio in the high-dose group was nearly the same as in normal- 
diet Ss in the final few sessions of the primary and reverse 
learning experiments. The high-dose group showed a better im- 
provement in learning achievement than did the low-dose group. 


4885. Norman, Trevor R.; Burrows, Graham D. & Mcintyre, 
lain M. (U Melbourne, Austin Hosp, Heidelberg, Vict, Australia) 
Stress and ffects on the system. 3rd 
International Society for the Investigation of Stress Conference: 
What is stress? (1990, Padua, Italy). Stress Medicine, 1992(Jul), 
Vol 8(3), 141-145. —The identification of an MAO inhibiting 
substance (tribulin) in normal human urine that is raised in 
stressful situations has been of heuristic importance. Tribulin 
has been characterized by mass spectrometry as indole-2, 3- 
dione (isatin), which in part is responsible for the effects of 
tribulin. Some properties of isatin are reviewed, and its effects 
on the serotonergic system in rats are described. Isatin produces 
effects similar to those of cold immobilization stress in rats, thus 
lending further support to the notion that isatin, a metabolite of 
tryptophan, may be an important mediator of stress and anxiety 
responses. 


4886. Odagaki, Y.; Koyama, T. & Yamashita, I. (Hokkaido U 
School of Medicine, Sapporo, Japan) Lithium and 
neural transmission: A review of pharmacological and 

aspects in animal studies. Lithium, 1992(May), Vol 

3(2), 95-107. —After introduction of lithium as an antimanic 
and antidepressive agent into practical psychiatric therapeutics, 
innumerable studies have emerged focusing on its mechanism of 
action. The authors describe the pharmacological and biochemi- 
cal effects of lithium on serotonergic signaling in animal studies, 
with reference to presynaptic, postsynaptic, and behavioral ef- 
fects. As most prominent progress in recent years has been 
achieved especially in the field of the postsynaptic effects of 
lithium, the implications for the effects of lithium on the seroto- 
nergic receptor subtypes and associated second messenger gen- 
erating systems are discussed.

ory using 8-arm radial maze task: Biphasic effects of thyrotro- 
pin hormone on scopolamine-induced amnesia. Re- 
search Communications in Psychology, Psychiatry & Behavior, 
1992, Vol 17(1-2), 1-15. —Evaluated effects of scopolamine 
(SP) on performance of 10 male rats in an 8-arm radial maze 
task and assessed effects of thyrotropin-releasing hormone 
(TRH) on SP-induced impairment of working memory. TRH 
significantly attenuated SP-induced working memory impairment 
after training for 2 wks following task acquisition. However, SP 
at doses of 0.5 and 0.75 mg/kg did not impair working memory 
after training for 2 mo, indicating that the initial declarative 
memory had been transformed into procedural memory. At this 
stage, the combined administration of TRH and SP impaired 
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
